Hon Helmcken, before proceeding further, 
wished to state that ha coasidernd that the 
tiovernroeat oagbt not to enforce a license 
system in connectioa with tbe tariff, and thut 
the latter should be suQicient for all purjioses. 
."Such licenses as those put down in the 
schedule ot this bill were out of tho qucstioTi, 
and the only effecl of tlicse direct taxes would 
be to drive people away Iruin tlio cuiiiitry. It 
W(i3 all very well to say that wo must have 
money, but there was a jiuiiU beyond whieh 
they could not go. Tlio propo.sed ta.vi'S were 
preposterous (a voice-- Uiiprcsslve) aye, oppres- 
.live, and would do tho country more harm 
than good. 

Hon Birch said from the hon gentlcmnn'.! 
reuiaiks it would be supposed that there bad 
been no such bill in existence hero. He did 
not know- where the hon (foiitleman got his 
ide.is Iroin that licenses should not exist with 
i customs linir. There had been no com- 
plaints against the e.\-i3liiig l.iws of tlii.- 
Culoiiy. 

lloii llelinehcii did not siiiipo.^c that any 
complaints did reneli tli is ilcli;;lit lul spot, hut 
when steamers did come, coiiipl.iiats iiiay reach 
even this secluded retreat. The principle he 
advanced was that tbe Guvernment receiveii 
its revenue from the tarill and the municiiial- 
ity from licenses.

Hon Barnard said there was no objection up 
in his section of tbe country, in fact they pre- 
ferred raisiiii; money in that way. 

Hon I'raiiklyn said as chairman of the board 
iu hid conslitneiicy he could statu that there 
was no objection to the tax ; in hu t tlu v lue-J 
ferred its beiny higher than lower, ami lie had 
even heard tbe same tliiug said iu New 'A'cst- 
niiinter. 

lion Cox remarked that saloon keepers in 
Cariboo sometimes expended as much as S-fi,- 
000, and a packer mi(,'lit come with a load of 
liquor and for a license of $30 or .$1U sell right 
opposite the man who was a real bcaefil to 
tUe coantry. 

Hon O'lloilly thought that to increase the 
license would bo considered a boon and pro- 
tection lo the trade. Two years ORO it was 
?100, and last year it was incrtased n $200. 
When a maa had been lo 'great expense in liti 
til g up a respectable place it wa.s a great 
harilship t'iiat ibr if.'iO another man etjuld 
occupy a tent and dispose ol' a load ofliipior, 
and yet the ninifi^lratu had no discretion. He 
dill not think .'?'2l)0 a) ear loo much. 

Hon Walkem had voted (or increasini,' the 
tax believing it desirable, and so far as creal-. 
iiig a monopoly was concerned, miners would 
bo glad if it had that effect. Sineo the license 
bad been increased there bad been less criniu 
on the creek, and the low dens in tbe shapp of 
prng shops, that were a disgrace to any tomo 
innnity, had been closed. Tho roaa who 
ke|)t an e.vpensivo saloon kept [;ootI liquors, 
wliicli were sold at the same prieo as in other 
places, and competition only came up in the 
quality ol the lii|nor. He did mil believe that 
tliese were a cl uss of people who sliouM be 
fnvureil by llio le(;islalure ; tliey extracted the 
last larthinR Irom miners, and be bad very 
little sympathy with lliein on lhat ijccounl. 
The object should be rath r to ensure a re- 
spectable class of men; bo could not see 
tberefuro that £200 was too much. Tho pio- 
liis of tho trade wore enormous, and they 
could alt'ord the tax which was desirable also 
ia a moral point of view. 

Hon DeCosnios tliou^iht that to meet tho 
ease put, an aililiiioiial rate niii^dit be jint upon 
hawkers, lhout,'h that would not Etiqi Ihe 
packer Irom sellini; liquor. I,et the regular 
deah-r jiay SlOO and the pa(q<er ^^'JIJO. The 
morality of the question could only by proliib- 
ilini,' the entire sale of inioxieatiiig liquors. 

Hon Southgate would support the .?2i)0 
license, which was a reduction on tbe tai-in 
the Island, and be would prefer seeing some 
scheme devised fof protecting tho trade by ro-. 
duciiig tbe number of licenses. There were 
more jiublic bouses in Yictoria tlmn in any 
other place of tho sizi; that be had ever socn. 

Hon Macdoiudd said to assimilate the laws 
ol the two Colonies would be a work of some 
time, and nieairimo they must be content 
with a middle course that would relievo the 
(iovernuient without <ip|irej3ing the pecqile. 
One butiilred dollars had been taken oU' liquor 
licenses this year, and it' circumstances war- 
ranted a further reilucliou ought to be made 
next year, lie thought tbat the people on tbe 
Island would be pleased with tbe license ao it 
stood, 

Hon Wood speaking from experience ou the 
Island tboui;bt il desirable that the luw should 
be so framed as to ensure tho liquor trade 
lieiiip condii.,teil only by reapeotab e men. Ho 
reminded the House that ia Australia tbe 
price ol a license was £U0. 

Hon Franklyn — And the price of a nobbier 
there is only three pence (laughter.) 

Hon Crease did not know where tho hon 
members uot their ideas Trom in advancing 
the proposition ihut there cou d be no direct 
tuxaiioa for Govemraental purposes Wbere 
there wag a tariff. Our neighbors on tbe other 
side had all kinds of direct taxes which went 
to the State (no!); wh.it would hon members 
say to tin ir having tliree .-ysteins of tnxalion 
at work there'.' He could quile appreciate the 
feelinga and soiitimeiits of those wlio had 
emerged from free trade into tarill', but he 
would ask the hon gentlemen if they had 'O 
depend only on direct taxes, where WOUld the

Hon Robson had changed bis views sinno 
hearing ibe opinioo of booorabia members, 
that Ibo license would not be considered op- 
pressive, and that to redu'^e it would only 
throw the liade ojion to men of an inferior 
class.

Hons Det'o.srnns and Holmckcn aloue voting

Hon Smith, while agreeing with Ibo 200 
dollar license, thought tliat there wer^^l^e.

It wan a very 
iinstaleamanlike rniinner lo npiiroach the 
subject on tho part of those hon members who 
prolessed to be so patriotic, and l.o o'luUl 
not consent to a system only suit d lo a tent I. 
part of ihe whole Colony. 

Hon Wood spoke eloquently in favor of 
liberal legislation on this qnehlion, and the 
desirability of making ( very ell rl to suiiputi 
our public schools, and to induce families to 
settle und make this a happy home. 

Hon Helmcken was pleased to 1 car the 
pictoie drawn of their hajipy Inland hoiiio 
She was the mother of this country.

Tbo boil genllcman said he know ot no 
queslion more important in its bearing on 
the present and future cuuditiou of this 
Country, than the ODO , now under considera- 
tiohi,' The object the framors of this grand 
scheme bad in view, was to ' consolidate 
Britisli iiuerests in IJiitiah North America, 
not only lor purposes of mutual polity und 
advaucemeiil, but to prepnro iheniselves lor 
any attempts at aggression on the part of 
their neighbors. They bad heard by tele- 
gra|ili of a bill being Babmit'ed to tbo Im- 
perial Parliament fur tho Conlederntion of 
Canada and the provinces, and bo believed 
il was almost the entire wish of tho people of 
this Col. my, that the Governor should luko 
this step, to ret.'der llioir admission secure, 
leaving negotiations as to the oooditionaof 
their admission to bo made nllerwards. Tbo 
t\on gent einiin then quoted a number of caro- 
liilly eoin|iiled siali^liCH, showing tho popu- 
lation ol the proposed conlederucv, itn proti- 
iiblo ineroasG by cetnpntntinn in 33 years to 
1 1 or 12 million (lenplo ; the weulili, pro- 
ductive powers, iudujtiies, debt, revenue, ex- 
penditure, tonnage, area; imports and ex" 
ports, und sea and laud defensive capabili- 
ties ol the country.
